Continuation of 2. NOTE: In reference to the 102 rejection of claims 1-10, applicant argues Suzuki does not teach a reinforcement 
nonwoven joined to an inner-facing surface of the backsheet. The argument is not persuasive in that while Suzuki does disclose a 
topsheet between the reinforcement nonwoven and the backsheet, Suzuki does provide a reinforcement nonwoven indirectly joined to an 
inner-facing surface of the backsheet. The 'comprising* language used in claim 1 is open-ended and does not exclude the presence of 
other elements. 
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
